LARGE SIZE TOWN 
DESTROYED YEARLY 
I 
The City of New York 
Is Changing to Per­ 
manent Build­ 
ings 


The Borough of Manhattan in New 
York City destroys annually enou 
houses to make a large sized town. 
Lost year the number of 
buildings 
demolished was 819, and a gas tank 
brought the total of demolitions to 
820. 
The front feet measurement of 
the houses pulled down was 24,875 
or approximately four and threequar- 
ter miles. 
Most of the demolition last year 
was in the Forties and Fifties aud as 
far north as Sixtieth street. 
Nine 
houses out of ten destroyed were of 
brick, the rest 
of 
wooden 
frame 
work. 
The majority of the houses 
were four stories high. The bureau 
of buildings issued permits during the 
year to destroy 34 one-storv houses, 
88 two-story houses. 147 three-story 
houses, 429 four-story 
houses, 99 
five-story houses, l l six-story hous­ 
es, 5 seven-story houses, 
I eight- 
story house, aud 5 skyscrapers. 
Manhattan was originally built of 
brick. 
Then came the era of brown 
stone houses, the majority of which 
remain. 
The easy steps to the first 
story above tho basement and the 
jutting porticoes have now given way 
to entrances flush with the sidewalk, 
however, in 
order 
to 
widen 
the 
streets. 
The present era of building 
seems to be that of hollow terra cot­ 
ta tile, which Is used to enclose the 
steel frame-work and 
columns of 
skyscrapers on account of its fire- 
proofing qualities, and on the lesser 
constructions for the same reason. 
An additional reason for its use is 
that New York Is becoming a sum ­ 
mer city whither thousands of tour­ 
ists and sightseers flock during the 
summer months. 
The air spaces in 
the hollow tile are non-conductors of 
heat and therefore make for 
cooler 
buildings. 
While the new 
towers 
like the 
Woolworth, Singer and Mutual Life 
are the buildings which attract the 
attention of the casual visitor. New 
Yorkers are aware that the old city 
is being rebuilt from year to year. 
The buildings which are being put up 
now are practically 
indestructable 
and the city is assuming its final ap­ 
pearance.

POTASH KEST DEHORNER 
MADISON. Win., March 
I 4.— In ­ 
stead of dehorning calves 
by 
the 
painful method of sawing or clip­ 
ping caustic potash should be used, 
as soon as the button-like horns can 
bi* felt, after the calf is three days 
old. 
The college of agriculture of 
tim University of Wisconsin has used 
this treatm ent for the last few years 
with great success. Blood poisoning 
O’- other infection cannot result from 
this treatment. 
The application of the caustic pot­ 
ash should not be postponed, or it 
may give unsatisfactory results. To 
apply the potash, the hair is remov­ 
ed from about the horns close to the 
skin. The potash is moistened slight­ 
ly and rubbed over the skin which 
covers the point of the horns until 
the skin is white. It is not necessary 
to rub the skin until blood comes 
as this will couse unnecessary sore­ 
ness. 
One such treatment is usually 
sufficient to prevent the growth of 
the horns. 
The following precautions are to 
bi* observed. 
The 
caustic 
potash 
should be wrapped in heavy palier to 
protect the hands. It should not be 
moistened too much or it will run 
down the side of the calf s head. The 
potash must be applied only to the 
skin directly over the horns.

KILLS MANY CHICKS 


MADISON'. Wis., March I t . — T hat 
heavy chick losses are mostly due to 
carelessness, is the opinion of Prof. 
.1. G. Galpin, head of the poultry h u s­ 
bandry d ep a rtm en t of the University 
of Wisconsin, who is issuing a w a r n ­ 
ing to all poultry keepers. 
“ Most brooders are not kept clean, 
and the insanitary conditions result 
in 
reduced vitality, if not in 
the 
death, of the chicks,” he says. “ Every 
brooder should be thoroughly (le a n ­ 
ed and disinfected before the chicks 
are put into it from the incubator, 
and then it m ust be kept clpan. 
“ Im proper heating also re ta rd s the 
growth of m any chicks. 
The t h e r ­ 
m om eter is a poor indicator of tho 
correct tem p eratu re. 
I have 
seen 
men. in tb m r endeavor to maintain 
an even tem p eratu re, turn down the 
flame even when the chicks were h u d ­ 
dled. shivering, under the hover. Best 
results will probably be obtained by 
throw ing away the th e rm o m e te r and 
simply hatching the chicles. 
it is 
easy to see w he the r they are toe 
warm or too cold.
